PEACEFUL  CELEBRATION,  NEGOTIATIONS  BETWEEN  THE  STUDENTS  AND  THE 
MINISTRY  OF  THE  INTERIOR  HAVE  APPARENTLY  RESULTED  IN  PERMISSION 
BEING  GRANTED  FOR  A NOVEMBER  8 MARCH.  NONTHELESS  THE  POLICE  WILL
